WASHINGTON, 
D . C. October 1 4 . — 
The act of congress providing for the 
taking of the semi-decenuial census, 
in the states and territories, author- 
ized the secretary of the interior to 
pay half of the cost of the census, 
wheie the returns were filed with the 
department 
before 
September 1st. 
Under the terms 
of that act, the 
territory of Dakota and the state of 
Colorado took censuses and presented 
their accounts, amounting to $33,306, 
in the case of Dakota and $20,673 in 
the case of Colorado. 
Certificates for 
these amounts were made out by the 
interior department but upon presen- 
tation to the treasury they. were can- 
celled for the reasons below given, by 
the first comptroller: 
Ho». L. Q. C. Lamar, Secretary of the Interior: 
SiB—in explaination of the cancelled 
certificates of this office, in the ac- 
counts of the territory of Dakota and 
the state of Colorado for expenses of 
the semi-dicennial census 
of 1885, 
transmitted to your department by 
the register of the treasury, I have to 
state that both the territory and the 
state are indebted to the United States 
on account of the direct tax of August 
5th, 1861, in the sum of $324,33 and 
$2,138,844 respectively. 
In accord- 
ance with the decision of this office, in 
such cases of indebtedness, on.accoun't 
of direct taxes, it has been directed 
that a sum equal in amount to that 
due be withheld until further action in 
such oases has been taken. In the 
case of ttie territory of Dakota $32, 
265 of the amount of $36,506 certified to 
be due, has been directed to be paid 
and in the case of the state of Colora- 
do, no amount has been directed to be 
paid, as the state indebtedness is in 
excess of the amount certified to be 
due.

Foraker's Plurality 18,000.

CINCINNATI, Oct. 15.—There can be 
no absolute certainty about the result of 
Tuesday's election iu Hamilton county 
until the official count has been made. 
The vote in two precincts of the Nine- 
teenth ward, whose counting was not 
finished last night, has now been count- 
ed and the result on governor, with one 
country precinct missmg, which in 1884 
gave seventeen 
republican majority, 
stands thus: Hoadly, 33,667; Foraker, 
83,362; Leonard, 1,020. Hoadley's plu- 
rality is 305. 
'xhe returns are far from 
complete oh the legislative ticket. The 
T^imcs-iy^ar estimates that the average 
vote on the republican members of the 
legislature exceeds Foraker's vote by 
1,015. 
If that rate is maintained it 
would elect the republican delegation, 
except Robert Harlan. 


Since the list of counties claimed by 
republicans for representatives was an- 
nounced yesterday, there have been two 
changes, one iu Hancock and the other 
in Knox county to the democrats. The 
vote in Knox ia close. 
There is also 
doubt about the result in Williams 
county. The figures from the state, ex- 
clusive of Hamilton county, indicate a 
plurality of from 18,000 to 20,000 for 
Foraker.

Of tbe Land of flowers a^id Guitars and 
Fandangos and Songs. 


A DEVICE FOR POT HUNTERS. 


Crrr OF Mjnnco, June 1885.—The 
amusements which in Mexico immedi- 
ately succeed Lent began on Viemes 
da 
Dolores (Friday of Sorrows) Avith the 
annual flower festival. Business of most 
kinds is suspended during Holy Week, 
churches are draped in morning, theatres 
are closed, and everybody gives himself 
up to commemorating the divine tragedy 
enacted in Syria more than eighteen 
centuries ago. The blessed palms of the 
preceding Sunday have been carefully 
hung in the balconies of the rich and 
the squalid huts of the poor, where they 
will remain throughout the year the 
lares et penates 
of the possessors. 
On 
Thursday the curious custom of wash- 
ing the feet was observed, and in every 
church throughout the laud the text of 
discourse 
was, Padre, 
perdononaios, 
no 
sdbcn h que liaccn (Father, forgive them, 
they know not what they do), while in 
many suburban and interior villages, 
realistic melodramas were performed, 
mostly wth living subjects, minutely 
representing the last scenes in the life 
of Christ. The more cosmopolitan citi- 
zens of iho capital content themselves 
with coniparati\ ely little display under 
the present anti-Catholic regime, and in 
its streets arc no longer seen the proces- 
sion of t]i(; angels ; the capture, trial, and 
eondciunatiou of Christ; the descent 
from the cross, and not even a living 
Judas, as in the old days of Papal power, 
when himdreds of the faithful were ^vill- 
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ing to personate the betrayer and do 
penanc(; I'or their own sins by allowing 
the crowd to ])uftet Ihem about and spit 
in tluMV faces all day. 


Good Fj-iday is ol^served as a sort of 
May festival. This year, as usual, the 
l\i)ico dtí Iti^ Florea (Flower Promenade) 
^'as held along the Yiga, thepi('tnrosque 
canal ^hicli stretches away between 
Avillows and poplars to the tar-f;imod 
íioaiúig gardens of the aucii>nt Aztecs. 
Th(i ,sfi>ne along tlie historic causeway 
was astonishing to i'oreigneis and as 
channiiigly i)eculiar as it was typical 
oi" a ])oetic and pleasuro-loving ])e()pl'>. 


Tlie.y are early risers in this land of 
the snn, where l)reakfaRt is not taken 
till iniilday, and eveiybody is enjoying 
along siesta during those hours wlien 
Americans are most actively at work. At 
sunrise llie Yiga and its boulevard Avere 
thrcinged with aristocracy of the city 
and a vast concours of plebeians and 
Indians. 
lîy seven o'clock the festivities 
wi^re at their height. 
For miles along 
tlu! tre<î-lined avenue a constant pro- 
cession of vehicles, 
horsemen, 
and 
pedestrians packed the space ])etween 
green bootlis on either side, while the 
canal was crowded with canoes and 
Venetian-like 
gondolas. 
Everything 
imaginable on wheels was here—the 
stat'-ly closed carriage; of the Mexican 
miliicjuaire, open 
barouches, 
coupes, 
victorias, dog carts, wagonettes, eveu 
velocipedes and tricj'clea, while thou- 
sands of horsemen galloped gayly be- 
t-vveen. The severe shnidicity of the 
German and English style of ritling 
habit contrasted well with the gor- 
geously 
caparisoned, 
silver-decked 
equestrians. 
Most of the ladies were 
dressed in what we would consider full 
ball or opera costume—pale silks or 
satins, no wraps or covering for the 
head, except now and then a lace man- 
tilla, (h-aped Bpanish| fashion, ui^on the 
back hair, and a wealth of jewels such 
as the fair Mexicans are famous.i'or. 


A l t h o \ i g h t h e laws of pro])riety a r e so 
rigorously strict that a gentleman may 
not ride in the same carriage with the 
lady to whom he is betrotlied, yet flirt- 
ing is openly indulged in to an extent 
which would put to blush New York, 
Chicago, or San Francisco. 
Following 
a señorita up and down the promenade 
and staring intently in her face is an 
accepted mode of compliment 
here, 
doubtless gratifying to the young lady, 
but somewhat dangerous to the adorer if 
she happens to have otliers equally de- 
voted ; and it not fi'equently happens 
that duels are the result, she being pre- 
eminently the belle who can boast the 
greatest number of such encounters. 


The canal was hidden by boats, big 
and little, the majority being long, 
clumsy, raft-like barges, each with a 
covered spacQ in the middle, and at deck 
fti both ends, and propelled by three or 
few Indians, -wJio puuh liieiç long poles

The bimks were lined with bboth.9 of 
g r e ^ branches festooned with garlands, 
where loads of lowers, lemonade of 
yanous colors, china, a delightfully cool-

ing drink made from the Seeds of a flower 
and flavored with orange or pineapple 
juice, i^ulque, oi'chata, and other Mexi- 
can beverages were sold. 
Bat the great- 
attraction along si lore was the flowers 
offered lor sale by Indian girls, whose 
deft brown ñngers darte.d back and forth 
like shuttles as they I'asliioned bouquets 
with sm-prising rapidity. 
From earliest 
days Mexico has been noted for the 
beauty and diversity of its flora, and 
here were fragrant heaps of the choicest 
specimens. 
Wii-.ker caskets lined with 
moss were filled with carn.itions, pansies, 
English violets, lilies, forget nie-nots, 
and tlie most magniticcnt roses—gor- 
geous basketluls A\hich in New York 
could not be purchased for less than ^35 
were sold lor one or two reals. 


Tlie festivities wi're kept up, though 
in diminishing scale, until late Sunday 
night. 
Durmg all these daj's tlie shr.ll 
discordant rattle of ton thimsand matra- 
cas rose above the Babel of human 
voices. 
Tlu'se little instruments oí auri- 
cular torture are made of tin, iron, ivory, 
wood, even of gold and silver, and in all 
imaginable shapes. 
Some are in the 
form of humming bmls, peacocks, birds 
of i)aradise, chickens, parrots; others are 
like giidirons, fryiiig })a]is, musical in- 
struments, fruits, rioW(i/s or reptiles. 
Everybody must have oue, from the 
digniiied gi-andpareni to the baby in 
arms, and by twirling them rapidly 
a most unearthly, rasping, 
grinding 
sound is produced by wooden springs 
inside. 


Already the sale of Judases had com- 
menced, for on the following Sunday 
the strangest of all I\Ie:;ican ciu-emonies 
took place, in the burning of the traitor. 
During all Holy Week men were con- 
tinually pei-ambulating the streets, hold- 
ing high above the heads of the multi- 
tude l(jng poles encircled by hoops, uiDon 
which were susi>endcd the most gro- 
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tcsque iig'ures, in every conceivable 
color, shape and degree of defonnity, 
and all with horns and crooked liacks 
and twisted limbs. 
These are tille 
with iii e crackers, the moustache or tail 
f(jriuing the fuse, and millions of them 
are annually exploded. 
Many are life- 
size, some having faces to represent 
pt^liticians v.ho are unpopular at the 
j)resent time. Some ani hung by the 
neck to wires stretched across the streets, 
or to tlie balconies of houses. 
Every 
horse car and I'ailroad engine and don- 
kc!3' cart is decked witli one, and eveu 
eveiy mule driver has one or more tied 
upf)n his beast. 
At ton o'clock on 
Easter Sunday, when the cathedral bells 
peal forth i commemoration of Chiist's 
resurrection, they are all touched off at 
once, and the air is filled with flying 
traitors eveiy vvhere over the length and 
breadth of Mexico. 


One of the most delightful excursions 
which can bo made au3"\vhere in the 
world is up the Viga. A covered Ijoat, 
with movable benches, awnings, and 
two Indians to ijropel it, can be hired 
for about 
per diem. It is best to 
make up a i^arty of congenial s}urits, if 
they can be found in this far-away coun- 
try, to i^rovide generous lunch baskets, 
and to start at the first jjeep of da^vu, 
that there may be ample time for pic- 
nicking among the gardens at noonday 
and a ghmpse of the evening festivities 
of Santa Anita. 


Leaving the Garita de la Viga, an old 
Spanish water gate at which toll is taken 
from the market boats, before sunrise, 
one meets multitudes of canoes coming 
down, to the city with overflowing car- 
goes of fruits, flowers or vegetables. 
The chaluiias are each managed by a 
pingle pative, wlio plie^ bis long pole 


"veiyp^tty picture ahis m^es t m s a m ^ 
among her market produce, or on a f ^ 
. Ixiat piled h%h with fragrant alfalfa,- or 
on a canoe laden witli tobacco, or castor 
oil beans, or freshly gatliered rushes, 
with wliioh to decorate the doors of the 
pulque shops, or on a load of poppies 
i^nd marigolds, with which to strew the 
floor of some chm-ch for a fiesta or a 
funeral. 


Gliding along under the bencUng wil- 
lows, the scene upon either side is siir- 
passingly beautiful. The hills which 
environ the far-famed valley of Anahuac 
are still wrapped in their misty robes of 
night, but -the iirst rays of the rising 
sun flush suow-cro%vued Popocatepetl, 
and the dead giantess, 
Ixtaccihuatl, 
stretched on her bier beside him. 
To 
the left rise those heights upon which 
the signal fli-es of the Aztecs were 
kindled during the earl}' days of Span- 
ish invasion, and a little further on .is 
the HiU of the Star, where Montezuma's 
sanguinary priests sacrificed a female 
captive at the end of each cycle of fifty 
years to induce tlie sun's return, believ- 
ing the world would end unless the gods 
were thus propitiated. 
The few houses 
in sight are generally of wild cane, 
thatched Avith Spanish-dagger leaves, 
with here and tliere a gray or pink- 
tinted adobe villa, with jirivate water 
gates, apparently uninhabited for cen- 
turies—a most 
api^ropriate 
prowling 
place for 
spooks. 
Numerous 
old 
churches, most of them now in ruins, 
point crumbling towers toward heaven. 


EXCURSION UP THE VlOA OX A CANAL BOAT. 
on both sidtis of the way, for in olden 
times the Catholic law-makers gi-anted 
lands and privileges to those pious souls 
who erected these sanctuaries. The shal- 
low salt marshes on the right ave a literal 
hunter's paratlise, being forever black- 
ene i Avith millions of wild duck, Avhich 
winter and summer here. 
The lauds 
not dilvcd into gardens are kept sub- 
merged as a kind of fowl preserve, and 
are leased as hunting grounds. 
The 
Indians have a singular manner of com- 
mitting wholesale slaughtin- among the 
innocents. 
Several 
hundred 
musket 
barrels are pltinted along in hollowed 
logs, so arranged that half of them 
point horizontaliy along the water to 
sweep the ducks there, while the I'cst 
are elevated at an angh; of forty-five de- 
grees to ralvc those that rise. 
The g-uns 
are all touched off by fuses, and the ex- 
ecution is terrific. 


Santa Anita, thi' first village on the 
Yiga beyond the city of 3Ie.vico, is the 
great attraction on Sumlay for natives 
and sightseers from the ca})ital. 
There 
is always a fifista at Santa Anita, and 
there the Indians are fore\cr fandango- 
ing, ballad singing; and pulque drinking. 
The first business of e\'erybody on ar- 
riving 
at this village is to secure a 
weath of poiipies and corn flowers, 
with which the women crown their 
tangled hair and Avhich the men wear 
upon their hats, e\cn though but jmr- 
tially covered with scant and dirty rags. 
Lovely wreaths sell for about six cents 
each, and the woman who is not thus 
crowned before the day is over is either 
deep in disgrace or. dread I'ully out of 
fashion. We are told that the most val- 
uable gift which Montt^zuma presented 
to the Spanish ambassadors who visited 
his court wiis accompanied by a bouquet 
of rare flowers. The poorest village 
church has its floor strewn with flowers, 
and fresh bouquets are arranged upon all 
the altars btdon^ service begins. 
The 
babe at its christening, the cliild at its 
confirmation, the bride at her wedding, 
and the corpse in its cofliu are alike 
adorned. 


JEALOUSY AT TITK FANDAXOO, AND SATIS- 
FACTION DKMANDED. 


At the Indian village next 
above 
Santa Anita is a rare old church, built 
by Corti^s in 1533, and still in daily use.- 
It is well Avorth a visit. In the rear is a 
weed-gi'own graveyard, with a row of 
skitlls grinning along the arms of its 
central cross, which is surrounded by 
the inevitable pile of human bones. 
In 
front of the church, facing the plaza 
with its fountain where the women collect 
with their water jars and gossip, are sev- 
eral blue painted adobe tombs. 
The 
vaults are mostly empty, except a few 
moiddy bits of coffin and grave clothes, 
but each is graced by the OAvner's skull 
and crossbones, placed carefully on top. 
Nothing more picturesque can be im- 


agined than the home-coming at evening 
down the 
Viga, 
the
